to  ASBYU  President  Mark  Reynolds,  said 
certain  offices  are  now  duplicating 
functions  of  others  and  could  be 
eliminated  or  changed. 

Several  types  of  government  were 
considered.  A  representative  or  senate 
form,  a  ticket  form  consisting  of  several 
candidates  running  under  the  same 
platform,  and  a  retaining  the  present 
“vice  kingdom”  type  of  government  were 
among  those  suggested.  Also  considered 
was  the  elimination  or  consolidation  of 
offices  presently  in  effect. 

Study  set 

ASBYU  President  Mark  Reynolds 
stressed  that  no  changes  would  be  made 


until  after  each  office  had  been  studied, 
and  that  if  changes  were  to  be  made,  they 
would  have  to  be  resolved  by  the  end  fo 
January  in  order  to  be  placed  before  a 
student  vote.  ASBYU  officers  were 
encouraged  to  bring  written  suggestions 
for  changes  to  today’s  open  meeting. 

Kirk  Rector,  Vice  President  of  Student 
Community  Services,  advocated  an 
evaluation  of  student  needs  in  relation  to 
current  student  government  offices.  He 
listed  student  needs  as  spiritual,  physical, 
social,  and  intellectual.  He  later  included 
a  need  for  special  grievances  in  the  list. 

Concerning  his  office,  Rector  said  he 
felt  service  projects  were  carried  out  most 


satisfactorily  through  small  groups 
working  under  a  larger  coordinating 
body. 

ASBYU  functions 

Reynolds  then  stressed  two  functions 
of  student  government:  1)  to  provide  an 
activities  program  for  the  university,  and 
2)  to  represent  the  students  to  the 
faculty. 

The  Council  then  determined  to  study 
the  representative  role  of  student 
government,  such  as  a  Senate,  which  has 
been  implemented  three  times  previously 
at  BYU,  and  which,  according  to  Smith, 
has  failed  each  time. 

Reid  Robison,  academics  vice 


president,  advocated  a  balance  of 
interests  in  the  different  areas  of  student 
government.  He  concluded  that  after 
needs  were  determined,  a  balance  of 
emphasis  among  them  was  necessary  for 
an  effective  student  government. 

Robison  said  a  diversity  of  opinions 
was  necessary  in  determining  the  needs  of 
the  studentbody,  and  that  too  much  of 
one  philosophy  could  be  the  result  of 
overloading  any  one  area  of  student  need. 

The  Council  also  decided  to  consider 
separate  groups  of  students:  freshmen, 
international  students,  women,  and 
married  students  to  determine  their 
varying  needs  in  student  government. 

Rick  Wilson,  executive  vice  president. 


stated  that  separate  functions  of  each 
office  should  also  be  evaluated,  and  that 
some  activities  or  functions  of  offices 
could  be  changed  or  deleted  without  a 
complete  change  of  office. 

The  open  meeting  will  be  held  at  10 
a.m.  today.  Anyone  interested  in 
attending  should  contact  the  ASBYU 
offices  for  meeting  location. 

In  a  closed  section  of  the  meeting 
Wednesday,  the  Council  discussed  student 
government  finances.  Action  on  the 
consideration  will  be  discussed  at  next 
weeks  Council  meeting. 

The  Council  also  appropriated  $35  to 
the  Ombudsman’s  office  for  an  office 
party.

The  national  paper  shortage 
may  be  responsible  for  some 
BYU  students  waiting 
indefinitely  for  books  to  arrive 
from  the  publisher. 

According  to  Roger.  Utley, 
BYU  bookstore  manager, 
“Companies  have  only  so 
many  copies  available  and 
when  they  are  sold  out,  we 
have  trouble  getting  reprints. 
Some  publishers  have 
indicated  that  reprints  on 
some  of  our  orders  are 
indefinite  pending  paper 
availability.” 

Utley  said  BYU  is  not 
experiencing  a  great  shortage 
problem  this  semester  because 
of  the  high  percentage  of 
faculty  members  placing  early 
orders,  but  he  did  indicate  that 
those  instructors  who  were 
given  class  assignments  late, 
changed  their  text  or  ordered 


late  may  experience  some 
difficulty. 

The  book  shortage  is 
compounded  during  the  winter 
semester  because  schools 
operating  on  the  semester  and 
quarter  systems  begin  at  the 
same  time.  This  is  the  period 
of  greatest  demand  on  printed 
matter  faced  by  publishers 
during  the  year. 

The  BYU  bookstore 
shortages  will  not  be  as  great 
as  those  experienced  at  other 
schools  because  the  staff  is 
making  an  extra  effort  to  stay 
up  with  BYU’s  problem  and 
ahead  of  other  schools. 

The  bookstore  manager  said 
the  Telex  System  developed 
by  Western  Union  greatly 
decreases  the  time  required  in 
placing  orders  with  publishers. 

“The  Telex  System  gives  us 
direct  contact  with 
participating  publishers, 
speeding  up  orders.  Most  of 


the  major  publishers  on  the 
East  and  West  Coasts  are  now 
involved  in  this  system.” 

The  supply  of  stock  paper 
used  by  students  for  typing 
and  note-taking  will  not 
experience  a  shortage  in  the 
immediate  future  because  the 
bookstore  has  placed  advanced 
orders  sufficient  to 
accommodate  student  needs. 

“We  have  experienced  a 
general  increase  in  plastic 
materials  and  stock  papers 
such  as  typing  and  notebook 
paper  which  can  be  attributed 
to  the  present  crises,”  he  said. 

Utley  added,  “We  have  also 
received  a  few  price  increases 
in  some  publications  but  not 
to  the  point  where  we  can  say 
the  paper  shortage  is 
responsible.”

Kissinger 
plans  flight 
to  Mideast 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  will  fly  to  Egypt  at 
midnight  Thusday  to  discuss 
with  President  Anwar  Sadat 
proposals  by  Israel  for  a 
military  disengagement  near 
the  Suez  Canal. 

The  trip,  announced  by  the 
Western  White  House  at  San 
Clemente,  Calif.,  also  will  take 
Kissinger  to  Israel  to  see 
Premier  Golda  Meir.  It  will  be 
his  third  visit  to  the  Middle 
East  since  the  October  war. 

At  the  Geneva  peace 
conference  Egyptian  and 
Israeli  military  negotiators  are 
marking  time  pending  new 
high-level  decisions.  Their 
90-minute  meeting  Wednesday 
was  the  shortest  of  six  sessions 
over  the  past  two  weeks.

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Oil  countries 
vow  to  delay 
hikes  in  price 


GENEVA,  Switzerland  (AP) 
-  The  world’s  major  oil 
countires,  which  have  boosted 
prices  400  per  cent  in  the  last 
year,  pledged  Wednesday  to 
hold  the  line  until  April  1 . 

But  they  said  industrial 
nations  would  have  to  show 
they  can  control  inflation  and 
reduce  the  profits  of  oil 
companies  if  the  prices  are  not 
to  rise  still  more. 

The  oil-producing  nations 
meeting  here  said  this  was 
necessary  because  as  inflation 
rises  in  industrial  countries, 
the  price  of  machinery  and 
other  products  rises  and  the  oil 
countries  have  to  hand  out 
more  of  their  profits  for  the 
same  amount  of  imported 
goods. 

Meet  ends 

Jamshid  Amouzegar,  the 
Iranian  finance  minister,  made 
these  points  at  a  news 
conference  after  a  three-day 
meeting  of  the  Organization  of 
Petroleum  Exporting 
Countries.  The  14-nation 
group  produces  more  than  half 
the  world’s  oil. 

Amouzegar  dashed  hopes 
that  the  renewed  strength  of 
the  U.S.  dollar  would  lead  to  a 
downward  revision  fo  the 
sharply  escalated  prices.  He 
had  raised  this  possibility 
Tuesday  but  the  organization 
meeting  ended  without  any 
announced  decision. 

The  organization  agreed  to 
speed  creation  of  a 
development  bank  to  help 
underdeveloped  countries  pay 
their  rising  fuel  bills.  The 
group  also  said  it  considers  the 
exchange  of  opinion  and 
information  with  the 
consuming  countries  “about 
matters  of  common  interest 
would  be  useful.” 


European  deals 

Meanwhile,  West  European 
countries  are  going  ahead  with 
new  deals  with  the  Arab  oil 
producers  despite  the  Nixon 
Administration’s  talk  of  a  joint 
policy  fo;the  consumer 
nations. 

Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  called  last  December 
for  the  Western  nations  and 
Japan  to  work  together  in 
search  of  new  energy  sources 
and  to  conserve  their  present 
supplies. 

Kissinger  said  Monday  that 
President  Nixon  will  be 
contacting  about  20  nations 
this  week,  and  officials  in 
Brussels  said  Nixon  is  thinking 
about  a  conference  on  oil 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
nation’s  bakers,  alarmed  at  a 
drain  on  the  U.S.  wheat 
supply,  want  the  Nixon 
Administration  to  begin 
rationing  foreign  deliveries  of 
the  grain  at  least  until  a  new 
crop  is  ready  next  summer. 

The  uproar  in  the  baking 
industry  followed  disclosure 
Tuesday  by  the  Agriculture 
Department  that  wheat 
exporters  are  being  urged 
privately  to  hold  down  foreign 
deliveries  until  the  1974 
harvest  begins. 

By  then,  agriculture  officials 
said,  farmers  will  be  harvesting 
a  record  crop  of  2  billion 
bushels.  They  say  it  will  be 
enough  wheat  to  meet  sales 
requirements  and  add  a  bit  to 
the  shrinking  stockpile.

French  pact 

In  the  mean  time,  the 
French  government  has  made  a 
deal  with  Saudi  Arabia 
guaranteeing  it  10  million  tons 
of  Saudi  oil  a  year  for  the  next 
three  years  in  addition  to  the 
30  million  tons  France  already 
buys. 

The  French  are  believed  to 
have  clinched  the  deal  by 
agreeing  to  sell  King  Faisal  35 
Mirage  jet  fighters.  Sources  say 
an  understanding  may  also 
have  been  reached  for 
installation  of  the  French 
color  television  system  in  the 
desert  kingdom. 


Richard  E.  Bell,  deputy 
assistant  secretary  for 
international  affairs  and 
commodity  programs,  told 
reporters  that  the  exporters 
were  approached  recently. 

Bell  said  no  agreements  have 
been  made  and  that  he  had  no 
figures  to  indicate  how  much 
wheat  the  department  would 
like  to  see  held  back  from 
export  during  the  remainder  of 
the  1973-74  marketing  year, 
which  ends  June  30. 

When  the  new  crop  is  ready 
next  summer,  the  department 
expects  the  wheat  reserve  to 
be  210  million  bushels,  less 
than  one-half  the  stockpile  last 
summer  and  the  smallest  since 
1948.

Judge  sets 
hearing  date 


in  CUP  suit 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
A  federal  judge  has  agreed  to  a 
quick  hearing  on  a  petition  for 
a  preliminary  injunction  to 
stop  the  Central  Utah  Project. 

Curt  Oberhansley  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  lawyer  for  four 
national  environmental  groups 
who  filed  the  suit,  said  the 
hearing  will  be  at  10  a.m. 
Monday  before  the  chief  judge 
of  the  U.S.  District  Court  for 
Utah,  Willis  Ritter. 

The  Sierra  Club,  Trout 
Unlimited,  the  National 
Resources  Defense  Council 
and  the  Environmental 
Defense  Fund  filed  suit 
Monday  seeking  to  halt 
construction  fo  the  Currant 
Creek  Dam  and  the  Strawberry 
Collection  System  of  the 
massive  mountain-water 
delivery  project. 

The  environmentalists 
claimed  the  project  is 
proceeding  under  federal 
approval  even  though 
environmental  impact  studies 
are  inadequate. 

Oberhansley  said  he  and 
other  lawyers  for  the  plaintiffs 
tried  Monday  evening  and 
Tuesday  to  meet  with  Ritter 
to  get  a  temporary  court  order 
halting  construction  while 
they  awaited  a  hearing  for  a 
more  permanent  order. 

The  lawyer  said  Ritter 
agreed  instead  to  plunge  right 
into  the  hearing  for  a 
preliminary  injunction,  thus 
bypassing  the  need  for  a 
temporary  restraint. 


'Watch  your  elected  leaders'

Utah  Democratic 
Congressman  Wayne  Owens 
urged  Americans  to  take  a 
more  involved  and  scrutinizing 
approach  to  the  activities  of 
their  elected  leaders  yesterday 
at  4  p.m.  in  the  ELWC 
ballroom. 

“People  see  government  as 
run  for  the  benefit  of  a  few  big 
interest  groups,”  said  Owens,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of 
Utah  Law  School.  He  added 
many  people  now  -more  than 
ever-see  politicians  as  crooks, 
with  only  21  per  cent  of 
Americans  believing  the 
government  is  doing  a  good 
job,  said  Owens. 

One  reason  politicians 
deserve  such  criticism,  said 
Owens,  is  the  present 
unfairness  of  the  tax  laws. 
Gulf  Oil,  he  said,  made  profits 
of  $1.3  billion  in  1973,  but 
paid  only  2.3  per  cent  in  taxes. 

“The  pursuit  of  power  leads 
to  political  excesses,”  said 
Owens,  touching  on  Watergate. 
“Secrecy  and  money  are  the 
greatest  obstacles  to  fairness  in 
government.  People  must  see 
what  we’re  doing  in 
Washington -both  for  them 
and  to  them,”  he  said.  Owens 
felt  not  enough  Americans  pay 
attention  to  what  their 
representatives  do  to  get  and 
stay  elected. 

When  $300,000  is  needed  to 
launch  a  campaign  for  a  U.S. 
Senate  seat  from  Utah,  it  is 
time  to  set  up  a  British-style, 
government-funded  campaign 
system,  said  Owens.  He  said 
sometimes  a  contributor  will 
not  say  he  wants  anything; 


after  the  election,  though,  he 
may  come  around  with  a 
proposal  for  special-interest 
legislation. 

And  even  the  best  politicians 
may  feel  a  sense  of  obligatory 
gratitude,  said  Owens. 

Cautioned  audience 

Owens  cautioned  his 
audience  of  about  300 
students  not  to  assume  the 
Democrats  now  investigating 
President  Nixon’s  possible 
impeachment  are  eager  to  have 
him  out  of  the  White  House. 
“It  will  be  far  better  for  us  to 
have  Nixon  in  the  White  House 
until  1976,  when  we  decide  to 
send  an  Edward  Kennedy  or 
an  Edmund  Muskie  to  the 
White  House,”  he  said. 

When  asked  his  own  feelings 
on  the  possible  impeachment 
of  the  President,  Owens  said 
he  did  not  have  his  mind  made 
up.  “If  I  believe  there’s  hard 
evidence  indicating  Nixon  may 
have  been  involved  in 
wrongdoing,  I’ll  vote  for 
impeachment,”  he  said. 

He  added  that  his  vote  on 
the  matter  “will  go  to 
preserving  the  office  of  the 
Presidency.” 

Where  extra? 

Commenting  on  the  energy 
shortage,  Owens  said  President 
Nixon  had  predicted  the 
nation  would  face  a  cutback  of 
about  3.5  million  barrels  of  oil 
daily.  So  far,  there  has  been  a 
cutback  fromArab  nations  of 
only  two  million  barrels  a  day. 
Owens  said  he  was  concerned 
about  where  the  “extra”  oil 
was  coming  from. 

The  Congressman  said  the 
federal  government  is 
hampered  by  its  inability  to 
investigate  the  records  of  the

major  oil  companies  to 
determine  whether  the  oil 
shortage  is  legitimate  or 
contrived.  He  said  the  Nixon 
Administration  is  too 
beholden  to  the  big  oil 
companies  to  effectively 
handle  the  energy  crisis. 

Turning  to  price  controls, 
Owens  said  they  were 
necessary.  But  under  the 
Nixon  Administration,  they 
had  been  used  unfairly, 
promoting  the  interests  of  the 
big  companies  over  the  needs 
of  the  workingman,  he  noted. 


In  an  interview  later  with 
the  Daily  Universe  Owens  said 
an  Emergency  Energy  Act  will 
come  up  for  debate  when 
Congress  reconvenes  in  late 
January.  The  act— calling  for 
the  creation  of  a  federal 
energy  administration - 
contains  a  provision  placing  a 
ban  on  windfall  profits  by  oil 
companies  and  gives  the 
government  power  to 
investigate  the  companies’ 
records  of  oil  reserves  and 
production  capacity. 

Reflecting  on  the  lack  of 


public  confidence  in 
government,  Owens  said, 
“People  want  to  believe  in  the 
system.”  He  said  the  Watergate 
disclosures  of  campaign 
financing  and  government 
secrecy  should  be  followed  up, 
and  some  of  the  2,500,000 
experts  now  serving  the 
Presidency  should  be 
transferred  to  the  Congress, 
which  currently  operates  with 
no  such  resources. 

If  these  things  are  done,  said 
Owens,  “We’ll  see  a  rebirth  of 
confidence  in  the  system.”

around  the  world,  develops  a 
feeling  of  student  unity, 
and  since  it  is  almost  wholly 
stu  den  t-manage  d  —  provides 
practical  leadership  training. 

Christensen  explained  that 
the  Project  SHARE  teachers 
and  students  in  the  United 
States  select  from  a  published 
booklet  an  area  of  need  they 
wish  to  support,  decide  on  a 
project  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds,  and  then  go  to  work! 

“Needs  range  from  funds  for 
student  transportation  to 
scholarships,  to  audio-visual 
equipment,  to  buildings  and 
property,”  Christensen  said. 
“Students  can  meet  the  needs 
in  many  different  ways, 
including  performing 
money-raising  services  and 
making  proposals  to  individual 
donors.”

WASHINGTON  - 
Researchers  at  the  National 
Cancer  Institute  (NCI)  have 
developed  a  rapid  testing 
method  that  offers  an 
efficient,  economical  way  of 
screening  thousands  of 
environmental  substances  that 
may  be  potentially 
cancer-causing. 

At  the  present  time 
environmental  chemicals  are 
tested  for  cancer  causing 
activity  by  feeding  them  to 
mice  and  rats.  This  is  costly 
and  time-consuming  since  each 
chemical  requires  over  500 
laboratory  animals  and  two  to 
four  years  for  evaluation. 

NCI  is  in  the  process  of 
testing  over  400  chemicals,  but 
scientists  feel  there  is  a 
definite  need  to  test  tens  of 
thousands  of  chemicals  to 
which  people  are  exposed. 

The  new  method,  a 
modification  of  an  earlier 
technique  developed  by  several 
researchers,  is  described  in  the 
June  issue  of  Archives  of 
Pathology  by  Drs.  Joseph 
DiPaolo,  Richard  L.  Nelson, 
Paul  J.  Donovan  and  Charles 
H.  Evans,  all  of  the  NCI 
Biology  Branch. 

Using  pregnant  hamsters,  the 
scientists  have  been  able  to 
determine  within  three  to  16 
weeks  the  effects  of  several 
chemicals  on  the  embryonic 
cells  within  the  animals. 

The  hamster  embryos  are 
exposed  to  both  the  chemical 
and  its  metabolic  by-products. 
They  are  later  removed  and 
their  growth  continued  in  test 
tubes.  Cancer  activity  is 
detectable  under  a  microscope 
and  later  confirmed  by 
injecting  transformed  cells  into 
healthy  hamsters  where  they 
produce  cancers.  So  far,  12 
chemicals  known  to  cause 
cancer  and  five  that  do  not 
cause  cancer  have  been  used  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of 
the  procedure.  Each  test 
correctly  identified  the 
cancer-causing  potential  of  the 
chemical  being  evaluated.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Supreme  Court  agreed  on 
Monday  to  decide  whether 
indigent  defendants  are 
entitled  to  a  free  lawyer  when 
they  appeal  state  convictions 
to  the  highest  state  and  federal 
courts. 

The  justices  agreed  to  review 
a  decision  by  the  U.S.  Circuit 
Court  at  Richmond,  Va., 
which  called  on  the  states  to 
provide  such  counsel. 

In  other  actions,  the  court: 

-Agreed  to  review  the 
decision  by  a  three-judge 
federal  panel  that  gave 
journalists  greater  access  to 
California  prisons  for  inmate 
interviews. 

-Refused  to  hear  a 
challenge  to  Phase  4  price 
controls  on  retail  gasoline 
outlets. 

North  Carolina  appealed  a 
decision  requiring  that  lawyers 
be  furnished  to  the  indigent 
defendants  for  their  appeals. 
Atty.  Gen.  Robert  Morgan 
asked  the  justices  to  reverse 
the  appeals  court. 

The  circuit  judges  had 
declared  that  as  long  as  the 
state  “allows  other  convicted 
felons  to  seek  access  to  the 
higher  court  with  help  of 
retained  counsel,  there  is  a 
marked  absence  of  fairness  in 
denying  an  indigent  the 
assistance  of  counsel  as  he 
seeks  access  to  the  same 
court.” 

The  appeals  court  noted  that 
the  Supreme  Court  has  upheld 
the  indigent’s  right  to  counsel 
for  initial  appeals  but  has 
reserved  judgment  on 
continuing  challenges. 

“What  is  requisite  today 
may  not  have  been 
constitutionally  requisite  10 
years  ago  or  even  a  few  years 
ago.  As  our  legal  resources 
grow,  there  is  a  correlative 
growth  in  our  ability  to 
implement  basic  notions  of 
fairness,”  wrote  Judge 
Clement  F.  Haynsworth,  chief 
judge  of  the  circuit  court. 

State  officials  from 
California  brought  the 
inmate-interview  issue  to  the 
justices.  The  three-judge  court 
overturned  a  state  regulation 
that  permitted  reporters 
interviews  with  randomly 
selected  inmates  but  did  not 
allow  inmates  to  solicit 
interviews,  nor  did  it  permit 
journalists  to  request  access  to 
specific  inmates. 

The  lower  court  found  that 
the  regulation  denied  prisoners 
their  constitutional  right  to 
free  speech.

LONDON  (AP)  —  Panic 
buying  of  bread,  toilet  paper 
and  other  items  hit  British 
shops  Tuesday  as  Britain’s 
energy  crisis  brought 
shortages-real  and 
imagined  -along  with  increased 
unemployment. 

The  number  of  workers 
signing  on  for  a  day’s 
unemployment  benefit 
because  their  firms  can  only 
use  electricity  three  days  a 
week  was  915,000,  a  rise  of 
30,000  from  Monday. 

The  total  did  not  include  the 
490,000  workers  permanently 
unemployed  in  Britain’s 
25-million-man  work  force. 

The  bread  rush  started  after 
bakers  announced  they  are 
cutting  output  by  five  per  cent 
to  reduce  wastage  on  unsold 
loaves  and  help  save 
electricity. 

Housewives  in  some  areas 
reacted  by  besieging  the  bread 
counters.  Some  shops  were 
sold  out  by  midmorning, 
though  others  had  plenty. 

George  Springall,  chairman 
of  the  National  Federation  of 
Bakers,  appealed  to 
housewives  to  stay  cool. 

“There  is  no  need  to  panic,” 
he  said.  “There  won’t  be  any 
shortage  of  bread.” 

There  was  more  substance 
behind  other  fears,  however. 


In  particular,  paper  and 
bottles,  already  in  short  supply 
through  other  factors,  are 
increasingly  hard  to  come  by 
as  a  result  of  the  short  week. 

Production  plans  have  been 
upset  by  the  government’s 
power-saving  order  that 
restricts  all  but  essential 
industries  to  three  days’ 
electricity  a  week.  And 
transport  has  been  disrupted 
by  a  slowdown  on  the  railways 
by  train  engineers  who  decided 
Tuesday  to  continue  their 
action. 

A  paper  manufacturer  said 
the  shortage  has  resulted  in  a 
run  on  toilet  rolls.  “Wives  are 
buying  two  or  three  times  as 
many  toilet  rolls  as  they  would 
normally  buy,”  he  said. 

The  paper  shortage,  caused 
mainly  by  a  worldwide 
increase  in  demand  and  crisis 
in  the  lumber  industry,  has 
been  exacerbated  by  the 
government’s  order.  Most  mills 
are  working  at  65  per  cent 
capacity. 


The  bottle  shortage,  blamed 
by  the  Dairy  Trade  Federation 
on  customers’  failure  to  return 
returnable  bottles,  is  unlikely 
to  ease.  Glass  makers  cannot 
meet  the  demand  for  more 
bottles  because  of  the  power 
restrictions,  an  industry 
spokesman  said.

WASHINGTON  -  President, 
Nixon’s  proposed  fiscal  1975 
budget  will  call  for  an  increase 
in  defense  spending  exceeding 
$5  billion,  higher  than  earlier 
estimates,  says  Budget 
Director  Roy  Ash. 

Ash,  head  of  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  said 
in  an  interview  that  it  will  take 
$5  billion  to  finance  higher 
pay  and  price  increases  for  the 
military.  On  top  of  that,  the 
defense  budget  will  contain  “a 
number  of  initiatives”  to  add 
to  present  programs,  he  said. 


“It  will  be  a  fully  adequate 
defense  budget,”  Ash  said.  “It 
will  do  more  than  just  make 
up  for  the  high  cost  of 
materiel  and  the  higher  pay  to 
those  in  the  service.” 

He  called  the  increase  “the 
right  thing  to  do  in  the  world 
as  it  now  is.”

While  not  providing  a  precise 
figure  on  what  the  budget 
would  be,  Ash  said  he  did  not 
see  any  way  of  avoiding  going 
over  $300  billion.

He  came  into  the  season’s 
final  game  with  1,803  yards. 
The  game  was  meaningless 
except  for  O.J.’s  bid  to  get 
into  the  record  book. 

Simpson  wasted  no  time, 
shredding  the  Jets’  line 
repeatedly  early  in  the  game 
and  shattering  the  record 
before  the  first  period  was 
over. 

Then  the  powerfully  built 
graduate  of  Southern 


California  went  after  the 
2,000-yard  barrier,  a  plateau 
once  considered  unthinkable. 
And  in  his  season  of 
spectacular  achievements, 
Simpson  reached  that  mark 
too.

Athletics  up  for  sale,  the  Chicago  Tribune  reported  today. 

The  price,  the  newspaper  said,  is  $15  million. 

Finley  told  the  Tribune  in  an  interview  that  he  finally  has 
acquiesced  to  the  urgings  of  his  doctors. 

“My  doctor  has  told  me  to  get  out  of  all  sports  for  physical 
reasons,”  Finley  said. 

He  said  he  is  open  to  bids  from  “responsible  parties”  to 
purchase  the  American  League  baseball  club  which  he  moved 
from  Kansas  City  to  Oakland  in  1969.  The  team  has  given  him 
two  World  Series  championships  in  a  row. 

Finley  told  the  Tribune  he  plans  to  sell  his  hockey  team  the 
California  Golden  Seals  of  the  National  Hockey  League  and  his 
basketball  team  the  Memphis  Tams  of  the  American  Basketball 
Association  for  health  reasons,  too.  He  declined  to  put  a  price 
on  either  team. 

He  said  the  National  Hockey  League  is  “making 
arrangements”  to  purchase  his  California  Golden  Seals. 

Finley  said  he  has  no  particular  persons  in  mind  who  migjit 
buy  the  A’s,  but  that  the  Marjorie  Everett-Vern  Underwood 
syndicate,  which  is  currently  seeking  to  buy  the  San  Diego 
Padres,  is  interested.  He  said  he  expects  to  speak  with  a 
representative  of  that  group  today. 

Despite  Finley’s  success  with  the  Oakland  team,  it  has  caused 
him  some  headaches.  The  latest  was  the  tiff  with  his  manager, 
Dick  Williams,  who  wanted  to  move  to  the  Yankees  even  though 
his  contract  with  Finley  still  had  two  years  to  run. 

Williams  was  denied  release  from  his  contract,  and  the 
Tribune  said  he  apparently  has  decided  to  sit  out  the  next  two 
seasons.

In  other  action,  the  NCAA’s 
Division  I  schools -the 
so-called  major  athletic 
schools-voted  to  keep  the 
year-old  2.0  grade  eligibility 
requirement  while  Divisions  II 
and  II!  threw  it  out. 

The  Division  I  schools  voted 
to  keep  the  2.0  requirement 


by  a  172-38  margin,  then 
rejected  a  proposal  to  reinstate 
the  old  1.6  projection  average 
by  a  149-52  count. 

The  2.0  average  is  a 
cumulative  high  school  grade, 
while  the  1.6  rule  meant 
projecting  a  1.6  college  average 
on  a  scale  of  4.0.
